1. tigr reference memorandum. you recommend tHat the department 
of the Army ('office of the burgeon General) be relieved of the 
production responsibility for NXS section k$ - Health and Sanitation. 
The Department of the A my has had this responsibility since the 
beginning of the BIS Program, but you indicate tstat this responsi- 
bility seriously inspire the capability of the burgeon ueneral to 
produce intelligence more useful to military medicine. Xou farther 
state that the Central Intelligence Agency is now believed to be 

the appropriate agency to prepare section ii>. 

2. Pursuant to your recommendation, the Nib Ucxaaittee 
examined this matter and concluded that, were the apartment of 
the Anay to be relieved of title responsibility, the uffxce of 
-Scientific Intelligence, CIA, would be the bent qualified of the 
remaining intelligence agencies to undertake the production 
responsibility for Section hi>. 


3, however# the Office of scientific intelligence la concerned 
only mXn fundamental research in the basic sciences. The assump- 
tion of the production responsibility for bee 'Ion hS would, there- 
fore, require the development of an entirely new caimoility by this 
& -oncy.

Jt. iHihlle certain aspects of Section U£> may well extend beyond 
immediate field and interests of military medicine# they would 
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appear to have a bearing an allltaiy planning and on 
activities as Military Government* it would thus see® tnat sols 
broader requirement it appropriately vested in Hie Defense 
beparteent where the military aspects can be given f un riai WMite l 
esjohasis* 

5 . I ilfi ve therefore concluded fciiat the production responsi- 
bility for Section bS should not be assisted by this Agency* I 
appreciate the difficulties faced by all of the intelligence 
agencies in carrying out their assigned missions* yet tne importance 
of the HIS Program to the national security is such as to require 
the continual fulfillment of production respouoibilities appropriate 
to those missions.
